N O, this Is not an appreciative 
comment on a pretty girl, 
but a comment on the fact 
that the packers ot canned foods 
have evolved more forms in which 
to can this U ;-hly esteemed do¬ 
mestic bird than seems humanly 
possible. And, with the perfec¬ 
tion whiiL modern commercial 
canning haa attained, these pro¬ 
ducts, as the old English adver¬ 
tisements used to say, "must be 
tasted to be appreciated " 

In the first place you can gel 
whole cooked chickens in cans all 
prepared and ready to heat and 
serve. Then you can get boned 
or boneless chicken, deviled 
chicken, chicken salad, chicken 
chop suey, sandwich chicken, 
chicken tamales and even a pro¬ 
duct consisting of pure egg 
noodles in rich chicken broth, 
with bits of chicken in it, which 
makes an excellent luncheon dish. 

More of the Flock 

But this isn't all of the flock 
of chicken products by any 
means. Of course the variety of 
chicken soups Is endless. There 
are chicken broth and chicken 
consomme and creamed soups 
with such flavors as peas, celery, 
asparagus, spinach, tomatoes, 
okra, mushrooms, onions and po¬ 
tatoes, and a new discovery 
known as chicken pepper pot. 
There are also readymade 
chicken entries, including chicken 
a la king and chicken ci.rry. 

But this mere list of chicken 
products in cans does not begin 
to convey all that can be done 
with them. Properly combined 
with other Ingredients they ex¬ 
pand Into a list of dishes that Is 
practically endless—baked dishes, 
creamed dishes, pies, croquettes, 


en casserole, chafing dishes, 
loaves, salads, sandwiches, mous¬ 
ses, molds and bash. 

Cluck! Cluck! Cluck! 

We knew that we'd he clucking 
before we got much further, but 
the things that can be done with 
these chicken products are some¬ 
thing to cackle about! Here's an 
astonishing recipe: 

Surprise Salad: Feel four toma¬ 
toes und seoop out centers, -h u 
fill with canned chicken salad to 
which mayonnaise has been add¬ 
ed. Place each tomato ou u leaf 
of lettuce, and, when ready to 
serve, put a teaspoon of mayon¬ 
naise on top of each. It’s as sim¬ 
ple us that! 

At I for chicken u la king you 
don't need any recipe. Just trim 
all crust from bread slices, and 
toast them a golden brown. Heat 
the chicken a la king i> the can, 
and pour over the toast. Place 
on lettuce leaves, garnish with 
parsley, and there you are! 

Chicken Croquettes: Grind the 
contents of a can of honed chicken 
fine, mix with u thick cream 
sauce, and let mixture cool. Flour 
hands and mold. Stand in ice 
box for an hour or more. Roll In 
beaten egg and then iu fine bread 
crumbs, using one hand for eggs 
and the other for crumbs. Place 
in frying basket, and dip in hot 
fat, Lift and drain. * 

From the Old South 

A succulenco from the old 
South, whore everyone knows 
they perform miracles with chick¬ 
ens, is this Virginia Chicken Pic 
“made according to old Mammy 
Jackson’s favorite recipe." Here 
Is the way she went about It: 


Boil ten whole small white 
onions and one medium potato 
cut in small pieces together in 
salted water. 'Remove the pieces 
of putato when cooked, allowing 
the onions to boil until soft. 

Melt two tablespoons bacon fat 
Iu saucepan, brown and add three 
tablespoons chopped raw onions. 
Brown well, and add two table¬ 
spoons Hour, stirrim: until smooth 
and nice brown. Add two and a 
half cups of the water in which 
he onions and potato have been 
cook d, stirring until smooth and 
thickened slightly. Add Worces¬ 
tershire sauce and additional salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Remove the contents from a (!- 
ounce can of fresh-packed chicken, 
and, without cutting, arrange 
pieces In a halting dish with the 
potatoes, onions and one hard- 
cooked egg which has been cut in 
pieces. Sprinkle with parsley. 
Strain gravy over, and cover with 
pastry made as follows: 

Sift one cup (lour, one anil one- 
half teaspoons baking powder and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt into a 
howl. Add four tablespoons short¬ 
ening and mix thoroughly with 
finger tips. Add four tablespoons 
cold water, and mix just enough 
to hold together. Put on slightly 
floured board and roll out very 
lightly and quite thin. 

Cover pie, bringing pastry well 
over edge. Trim and put a strip 
about an inch wide around rim 
Press edge with fork, and prick 
top well. Bake In hot oven—4l*n 
—about fifteen minutes. g

OUR CURRENCY 

' ■ MERE Is ample reason. In np nptn- 
4 ion. why people generally fall to 
understand money First, treasury fig¬ 
ures show on the basis of Income 
i taxes that most of us have very little 
J of It, so little, indeed, that it falls to 
register, and second, because the 
I processes of government In connection 
with money are, or appear to lie, -ome- 
wlint complicated. 

Money for circulation purposes, of 
course, hns its base In the Constitu¬ 
tion. Thnt Instrument reposed certain 
‘ obligations on the treasury In (his 
connection, and the production and 
distribution of money constitutes one 
of the two major Jobs of the treasury. 

In the management of the money, 
however, the treasury has the assist¬ 
ance of the Federal Reserve hoard and 
the Federal Reserve hanks, Creation 
of ibis auxiliary agency did not come 
about mull recent years —some Is years 
ago—and Its part In money matters 
nmy he described ns Incidental to Its 
main purpose of aiding business. The 
need for money and the case of 
handling It. however, always have 
seemed to me to he the paramount 
reasons for Its existence, notwithstand¬ 
ing whnt the law says about It. 

In the big underground vaults of 
the treasury In Washington, in e<|tmlly 
great vaults of several of the Federal 
Reserve banks In Cities like New York 
and elsewhere and In the vaults of 
the nssay offices, which operate with 
the I'd iled States mints, there Is a 
vast store of gold bullion. It amounts 
, to well over s-i.nt.xi.onn,ooo in value. 

That gold Is the basis of our cur¬ 
rency; that Is why vve are said to he 
1 on the gold standard. Theoretically, 

I every dollar in paper currency thnt Is 
outstanding or “In circulation” may be 
converted into gold at the demand of 
the holder of thnt currency. Theoret- 
, Ically, also, the gold standard keeps 
the dollar nt the same value year in 
and year out. but there Is one school 
of thought Itt the country who prefer 
to measure the vnltte of the dollar on 
the basis of prices of wheat and corn 
and cotton and other commodities. 

All of the paper currency lu circula¬ 
tion is produced—actually printed—in 
I one great establishment in Washing¬ 
ton, a plant known as the bureau of 
’ engraving and printing. It prints 
your postage stamps, too, but money¬ 
making Is Its main job. 

Tltc coins that you have were pro- 
] duced under Ihe direction of the treas¬ 
ury, also, but In the Cnltod States 
mints. They "strike off" the coins 
’ from gold or silver or nickel or enp- 
i per which Is acquired and tested for 
them by the assay offices, tested cl -se- 
ly that each bit of metal will be of 
exactly the same purity, or fineress, 
as it is called. Whether In the mints 
or In the printing bureau, almost In¬ 
conceivable scrutiny is exercised, the 
most rigid management observed, and 
1 that Is obviously necessary for 1C 
' money could be made by everybody, It 
would not he worth anything to any¬ 
body. 

Tho bureau of engraving and print¬ 
ing keeps Us great [tresses In opera¬ 
tion constantly, using n distinctive 
paper, a paper that is hardly possible 
of being counterfeited. Piles upon 
piles of hills, ottos, twos, fives, tens, 
twenties and up to $100,000 are the 
result. They are stored in vaults, 
every hill numbered and every one ac¬ 
counted for They are kept there fot 
"ageing." fine might say for curing, 
so they will last longer when they are 
put Into circulation. 

To the uninitiated, this process may 
seem unnecessary. To the govern¬ 
ment, however, It means saving money 
for the taxpayers. The cost of circu¬ 
lation, thnt Is, the expense of printing 
the motley and keeping It In circula¬ 
tion, runs Into millions each year as 
you nmy realize when you know that 
a bill costs about two-thirds of a cent 
to manufacture, nml there aro hun¬ 
dreds of millions of them put out every 
year. 

An Idea of this cost Is provided also 
front knowledge thnt the average one- 
dollar and the flve-dollnr hill is fit for 
circulation only about ten months. 

So It behooves the treasury to have 
very “good” money, ns well as sound 
money, ami Its experts are constantly 
studying scientific subjects to fiucl 
ways to prolong the life of the bllL 
Numerous kinds of pnper have been 
tried, and countless “treatments" have 
' been given the hills In the expct'lmen- 
1 tatlon by the experts to find means of 
making the life of a bill last longer. 
The maximum, however, seen; i to be 
about ten mouths for the bit s that 
are In constant use like the ones and 
fives. The two-dollar bill still has 
superstition attaching to It, so It does 
not wear out so soon. 

Attention might be invited in this 
connection to the elfect of modern 
business developments on currency. 
Tuke the gasoline filling station, for 
example. The attendants hat e grease 
on their hands, not from choice of 
course, but that grease is not con¬ 
ducive to louger life for the hill von 
hand him to pay for your gas 

The currency distribution begins 
nftcr the bills are aged. Each hilt 
bears Us Individual number. Etch 
bill has to be signed by the secretary 
of the treasury and the treasurer of 
the United States. Each one Is reg¬ 
istered by the register of the treasury. 
Then uu armored car, a regular stool 
safe In itself, hacks up to a gumled 
door for a load of money,
